The prices are per person and are based on a minimum of 25 people and are subject to change. 
You will be charged for 25 people even if your group tails below this group minimum, 

Tour Competition: Total number of games on tour will be 4, 

Second: Foreign Tour Conditions 

GSM will provide for UM Men’s Basketball: 

1. Round trip economy airfare from Memphis to Montreal 

2. Ground transportation by charter bus. 

3. Hotel stays for 6 nights with double occupancy, 

4. Daily breakfast each morning at the hotel. 

5. Sanctioning fees with USA Basketball and foreign basketball federations, 

6. Provide a GSM escort to accompany UA during the tour, 

UM is responsible for: 

1. Payment for the tour package to GSM. The price is based on double 
occupancy, additional cost for single occupancy is $120 per room, per day for 
6 days . 

2. Providing or obtaining all necessary visas and passports, 

3. All incidentals including, but not limited to, phone calls, laundry, shopping, 
parking, tolls and sightseeing. 

4. Securing travel and medical insurance for each member of your traveling 
party. 

5. Any extra meals. 

6. Any extras that UM requests. Tills could include, but is not limited to, single 
occupancy hotel rooms, extra tour days, and visiting additional or specifically 
requested cities. 
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Third: Penalties 

If GSM cancels the foreign tour, UM will receive all payments made under this 
contract in refund and be released from all conditions of this contract. If it becomes 
necessary for GSM to cancel the foreign tour for any reason beyond the control of 
GSM such as, but not limited to, war, civil disturbances, transportation strikes, and 
natural disasters, GSM can reschedule the tour for the following year. 

If UM must cancel the foreign tour, UM wil l receive a refund based on the following 
schedule: 

Deposit is non-refundable and not included in the calculations for refund 
75-119 days prior to departure - 60% of tour cost 

46-74 days prior to departure — 25% of tour cost 

Within 45 days prior to departure — 10% of tour cost 

To cancel a tour, UM must notify GSM in writing of their intention. The date that 
this letter is received is the date used to calculate penalties. 

Fourth: Arbitration 

UM and GSM agree that any controversy or claim arising out of or relating to this 
contract, or the breach thereof, shall be settled by arbitration in accordance with the 
Rule of the American Arbitration Association; a judgment upon award rendered by 
the arbitrator may be entered in any court having jurisdiction thereof.

26. Contractor acknowledges that the individual executing the contract on behalf of UM is 
doing so only in his/her official capacity only,, and to the extent that any provision 
contained in the contract exceeds his/her authority„ Contractor agrees that it will not look 
to that individual in his/her personal capacity or otherwise seek to hold him/her 
individually liable for exceeding such authority.
